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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The scanner disclosed by Witte acts on the same 
principles as the masked reflector of Hoffmann. Even though Witte teaches angling techniques for his reflector to "gather more light," the 
intention of his scanner is to create even light that eliminates flare. Witte teaches selectively covering the center portion of the light source, 
because occluding the center portion of the light source will eliminate problems with flare and degraded image quality (Abstract). Similarly 
masking a reflector at the brightest areas of reflectance, as Hoffmann has, will create even light for a scanner that eleminates flare and 
degraded image quality. In essence, the light source in the scanner of Witte has been masked to create more even light, which makes for 
an obvious combination with the masking technique of Hoffmann. Witte is only relied upon to teach a reflector shape, a fluorescent tube, 
and a sensor; and is not relied upon to teach "a principle of reflecting." 
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
